If you do not have a California 
driver license or identification card number, but you enter your 
other information, the website will create a pre-filled voter regis- 
tration application for you to print, sign, and mail. All of your 
information will be sent directly to your county elections office so 
that when your signed application arrives in the mail, the county 
elections staff will simply add your signature to your voter regis- 
tration record.

Who's Medaille? 

This is Jean Pierre Medaille (pronounced Meh DY). He lived 
in the 17th century and was a priest who traveled around 
France preaching the gospel, feeding the poor, and doing 
many good works of mercy. He met some women desirous 
of giving their lives to the works of mercy in the Church. He 
helped them start The Sisters of St. Joseph. 

In 1962, when MSMC opened as a two year college for 
women, the early sisters named the different buildings after 
people important in their lives. They named Bldg 2 
Medaille Hall after Fr. Jean Pierre Medaille. 

Building 2, Medaille Hall, was a library for many years and 
housed students for awhile. Now it is offices for the faculty 
in the Associate Program and the faculty and office for the 
Weekend College. 




Building Resilience 
this New Semester 

Below are some tips on enhancing resilience, the pro- 
cess of adapting well in the face of adversity: 

Make connections. Good relationships with close fami- 
ly members, friends, or others are important. Ac- 
cepting help and support from those who care about 
you and will listen to you strengthens resilience. 

Avoid seeing crises as insurmountable problems. 

You can't change the fact that highly stressful 
events happen, but you can change how you inter- 
pret and respond to these events. 

Accept that change is a part of living. Certain goals 
may no longer be attainable as a result of adverse 
situations. Accepting circumstances that cannot be 
changed can help you focus on circumstances that 
you can alter. 

Move toward your goals. Develop some realistic 
goals. Do something regularly that enables you to 
move toward your goals. 

Take decisive actions. Act on adverse situations as 
much as you can. Take decisive actions, rather than 
detaching completely from problems and stresses 
and wishing they would just go away. 

Look for opportunities for self-discovery. People 
often learn something about themselves and may 
find that they have grown in some respect as a re- 
sult of their struggle with loss. 

Nurture a positive view of yourself. Developing confi- 
dence in your ability to solve problems and trusting 
your instincts helps build resilience. 

Keep things in perspective. Avoid blowing the event 
out of proportion. 

Maintain a hopeful outlook. An optimistic outlook ena- 
bles you to expect that good things will happen in 
your life. 

Take care of yourself. Pay attention to your own needs 
and feelings. Engage in activities that you enjoy and 
find relaxing. Taking care of yourself helps to keep 
your mind and body primed to deal with situations 
that require resilience.

Scoring 

Give yourself one point for every no you answered to numbers one through four, one point for every yes response to numbers five through 
eight and five points for every yes to numbers nine and above. 

Score: 0 Points 

You got a score of zero? Don't worry, it's a good thing! It sounds like your relationship is on a pretty healthy track. Maintaining healthy 
relationships takes some work -- keep it up! Remember that while you may have a healthy relationship, it's possible that a friend of yours does not. 
If you know someone who is in an abusive relationship, find out how you can help them. 

Score: 1-2 Points 

If you scored one or two points, you might be noticing a couple of things in your relationship that are unhealthy, but it doesn't necessarily 
mean they are warning signs. It's still a good idea to keep an eye out and make sure there isn't an unhealthy pattern developing. The best thing to do 
is to talk to your partner and let them know what you like and don't like. Encourage them to do the same. Remember, communication is always im- 
portant when building a healthy relationship. It's also good to be informed so you can recognize the different types of abuse. 

Score: 3-4 Points 

If you scored three or four points, it sounds like you may be seeing some warning signs of an abusive relationship. Don't ignore these red 
flags. Something that starts small can grow much worse over time. No relationship is perfect, it takes work! But in a healthy relationship you won't 
find abusive behaviors. 

Score: 5 or More Points 

If you scored five or points, you are definitely seeing warning signs and may be in an abusive relationship. Remember the most important 
thing is your safety, consider making a safety plan right now.

Introducing Building 10 

Started in 1899, this shingle style house was home to 
Dr. and Mrs. Rufus von KleinSmid before their move 
across the street to Number Seventeen. 
Von KleinSmid was the first president of USC. The 
Doheny' s son, Ned, and his family of five children, 
also lived here until the construction of their home, 
Graystone, in Beverly Hills. Ned was killed in 1929. 

Early on, the Sisters of St. Joseph lived in this build- 
ing and went out to teach at St. Vincent and St. Brig- 
id Schools. In the early days of campus life, this 
building was used for classrooms and administrative 
office. In the 80s and 90s, all the student services 
were in Bldg 10. Today the building has a number of 
conference rooms, and offices of the graduate dean, 
Dr. Linda Moody, graduate admissions, and other 
graduate offices. Financial officers have offices on 
the third floor.

Reward Yourself for Your Accomplishments: You could take the night off to celebrate good grades, spend time 
with a friend, or compliment yourself. 

Remind Yourself of Your Strengths & Achievements: One way is to make a list of things you like about yourself. 
Or, keep a 'success' file of awards, certificates and positive letters or citations. Keep mementos of 
accomplishments you are proud of where you can see them. 

Forgive Yourself When You Don't Do All You'd Hoped: Self-nurturing can be surprisingly hard if you are not used 
to doing it. Don't be critical of yourself-remember that inner voicel-when you don't do it just right. 

Self-Nurture Even When You Don't Feel You Deserve It: "Fake it" until you can "make it." When you treatyourself 
like you deserve to feel good and be nurtured, slowly you'll come to believe it. 

Get Help from Others: Getting help from others is often the most important step a person can take to improve 
his or her self-esteem, but it can also be the most difficult. People with low self-esteem often don't ask for help 
because they feel they don't deserve it. But since low self-esteem is often caused by how other people treated 
you in the past, you may need the help of other people in the present to challenge the critical messages that 
come from negative past experiences.
